Around the neck there was a 
sack tied ar.d In the latter there was a 
good sized stone, weighing about twen- 
ty pounds.

playing about the wharf when one of 
them discovered an object that looked 
like a human b^dy. The authorities 
were promptly notified and the body 
conveyed to the morgue and th>; cor7 
oner, summoned. 
m* The remains were In a bad state of 
decomposition and gave evider.ce of 
having been at the bottom of the bay 
for some time as the action of the -wa- 
ter and the animal life had nlmcst de- 
stroyed every semblance of a human 
being. The hair was entirely gone and 
the featurss so eaten away as to make 
them beyond recosrnitlon.

The sack which held the stone and : 


was suspended from his neck, bore the ' 
following brand; "Choice Saudw ch Is- | 
land Rice. No. 1. 100 Ibs." A search 
through his pockets brought out noth- 
ing by which the dead man cojld be | 
Identified, except a small memorandum 
book containing a number of acdre*>s- 
es 
principally of lodging houses. The 


book is one that is issued by Theodore 
'Gier. His other effects consisted prin- 
cipally of a plug of chewing tobacco, 
pipe, knife, matches and safety r'ns. 


In the memorandum book the.'e was

man. 
The proprietor stated that he 
went by the name of William and ap- 
peared to be somewhat demented. He 
only stopped there a few days and slept 
In the attic. 


BODY IDENTIFIED. 


George C. Coleman from the Cali- 
fornia Hotel and J. S. Smith from the 
Ramona House, called at the Morgue 
(this' afternoon and said they thought 
' the body was that of William Smiley 
who was at one time in the County In- 
flrmlry and who recently stopped at 
both of the lodging 'houses mentioned. 
The landlady of the Ramona House 
said that William Smiley had a gunny 
sack with htm when he left there. She 
remembers It because he crammed the 
sack In his pocket when he- s-tarted 
away, whic-h she thought was a strange 
proceeding. Opinion among the morgue 
officials seems to be tending to the 
theory of suicide.
